N ew Y o r k, April 29.— An astonishing 
defalcation th at will reach $400,000 was 
announced Tuesday in the N inth na­ 
tional bank at No. 407 Broadway.

defalcation is charged to John T. Hill, 
the president of the bank, who died 
March I. 
Ile was a trusted official, re­ 
spected in all the financial world of 
New York. 
It has been learned th at 
President Hill used his official position 
to take money from the bank to carry 
on speculations in Wall street, and th a t 
of the $400,000 missing from the bank 
nearly every dollar w as lost in un­ 
fortunate ventures in the stock and 
grain m arket. 
President Hill had so carefully cov­ 
ered up his tracks when taking fund* 
of the institution th a t only his death 
would have revealed the facts. 
He was 
the executor, w ith other New B runs­ 
wick (N. J.) business men, in several 
large estates. 
W henever a regular cus­ 
tom er of the bank borrowed money on 
collateral securities Hill would w ait 
until the loan fell due. 
T hen w hen 
it w as paid by a check, which would 
cover both ..the money loaned and tho 
interest for the use of it, he would 
pocket the checks given in paym ent 
and 
replace 
the collateral securi­ 
ties, 
which 
he 
had 
returned 
to 
the customer, 
w ith securities tak en 
from 
the 
estates 
in New Bruns­ 
wick of which he was executor. T hus 
there 
would 
be 
no change on th e 
books of the bank and the sachems 
could be carried on indefinitely'. 
A fter 
H ill’s death his fellow executors for th# 
New Brunswick estates began an in­ 
vestigation to find the m issing securi­ 
ties which he had in charge, and they 
soon learned th at they were in the N inth 
national bank, held as securities for 
loans. 
They demanded the securities, 
and then the story of the defalcation 
w as soon learned. 
While the loS9 is 
serious it does not im pair the bank’* 
solvency, nor its ability to take care of 
its customers. 
Its assets aside from 
the loss mentioned are of good char­ 
acter. .

‘•F e llo w m i n e r s : From th e tim e that min­ 
ing became an Industry of im portance within 
th e boundary of the U nited S tates tho ques­ 
tion of shortening the hours of labor has existed 
la the minds of the thinking men of our trade. 
By the natural laws of evolution and by a 
practice and exercise of manly patience sad by 
a suppression of personal prejudice on the 
p art of the m iners of the country during the 
last two years we had arrived a t th e stage in 
organization a t our last annual convention 
when every friend of the m iners throughout the 
whole land believed th a t th is great reform— 
viz.: eight hours—was w ithin our easy grasp, 
and steps were taken by resolution and other­ 
wise to inaugurate the system . 
"Since th a t tim e the world'has been startled 
by one of the m ost awe-inspiring strikes in the 
annals of our trade. 
The coke w orkers of the 
Cdnnellsville region for the last tw elve weeks 
have been the participants in a battle wags# 
by organized capital against organized labor 
which can only be term ed the gory precur­ 
sor 
of 
the 
seemingly 
Inevitable 
strife 
between the two forces in a general and more 
comprehensive m anner. 
W hile 
the 
men, 
women and children of this region have been 
the victim s of the sheriff** w rits and his depu­ 
ties’ W inchesters, and while they are now 
threatened w ith the still more cowardly and 
still more unscrupulous m ethods of the das- 
taRlly Pinkertons, it has been the duty of th e 
U nited Mine W orkers to render to those people 
all the financial assistance possible and Com­ 
patible w ith the laws of our organization. 
Therefore it is unnecessary th a t we should say 
th a t the funds which under other circum­ 
stances would have been available for our pur­ 
pose on the 1st of May have been very materi­ 
ally reduced. 
“As the custodians of the Interests of the 
people who have placed us in th e positions 
which we occupy we positively though reluc­ 
tantly refuse, w ith our eyes open and with » 
full and com plete knowledge of the situation to 
Jeopardize those interests, and will not be re­ 
sponsible for the accom panying sufferings and 
sacrifices of a strike to our constituents and 
their families. 
"W e appreciate fully the boldness of this 
step. We realize the disappointm ent to thou­ 
sands of our friends, h ut realizing that discre­ 
tion is the b etter p a rt of valor and that the 
good general, rath er th an lead his arm y head, 
losg to disaster, prefers to m ake an hon­ 
orable retreat, we take 
file la tte r course, 
and lf it can be called a re tre a t we prefer it 
rather than to 
have the m aledictions of 
our 
people 
after 
they have suffered for 
keeping back the tru th from them , and have 
determ ined at the present tim e to continue the 
fight In the coke region with all our might and 
vigor. W e have, therefore, passed the follow­ 
ing resolution and subm it it to you with all 
candor, hum ility and resp ect: 
"Resolved. T hat tho eight-hour movement 
be deferred for the tim e being and th a t the 
tim e for action be left in the hands of the na­ 
tional executive beard and the presidents of 
th e various d istricts.” 
The executive board also m akes an 
appeal to local assemblies and local 
unions for aid for the coke w orkers, 
whose battle they say m ust be fought 
to a victory.

Washington, April 29.—The Chinese 
governm ent has notified the govern­ 
m ent of the United States through the 
departm ent of state of its unw illing­ 
ness to receive Hon. Henry W. Blair as 
our m inister to China. 
T his is all the 
inform ation that can be obtained here. 
Secretary Blaine w ill not talk upon 
the subject, and the Chinese m inister 
sent down word to callers that he had 
retired and his interpreter w as not in 
the house. 
Mr. Blair’s son w as found 
and expressed surprise when informed 
of the action of the Chinese govern­ 
m en t 
It w as, he said, the first that 
any of the fam ily had heard of i t His 
father, he felt sure, was not aware of 
the situation. 
It is well understood here that the 
objection to Mr. Blair is based upon his 
utterances 
concerning 
the Chinese 
question, and that the republication 
of extracts 
from his speeches pro­ 
duced 
a deep impression upon

sites which greeted the president w ith 
salutes of eaunon as the vessels passed. ; 
N otw ithstanding the announcem ent ; 
that tho invitations to accompany tho | 
president were lim ited to 500, the com- ! 
m ittee having charge of the excursion I 
i w as besieged with* applications from 
fully 5,000 persons, who crowded the 
steam ers Ukiau ami Garden City and i 
numerous sm aller craft which dotted 
the bay so that at the hour of the pres­ 
ident’s em barkation over 10,000 per­ 
sons had left the shore to accompany 
him on the trip. 
After the governm ent vessels had 
sw ung into line other steam ers anti 
craft conveying unofficial excursionists 
made haste to follow , -and w ith the 
w hite sails of the yachts skim m ing the 
scene the pageant, from a marine point 
of view, has never been excelled on tho 
bay of San Francisco. 
Tho routo ex­ 
tended IO m iles out to sea.

In addition to those on the vessels 
there were probably 40,000 people on 
shore. 
Every housetop and street and

w orks’yards w as literally covered with 
people. 
Never was there such interest 
taken or such enthusiasm displayed at 
any-similar event in this part of the coun­ 
try. 
The launching of the 
armored 
coast-dcfense vessel M onterey was a 
com plete success, after which the pres­ 
ident and party returned to tho Palace 
hotel in carriages.

FIRE DRILL DID WONDERS.

A hundred frig I teord o ildren march­ 
ed from tbe tii-CJud ward school this 
morning. 
Behind them w ndiwa were cracking* 
with heat and eunaios vtre femukiLg 
Some of the little oats were crying with 
fear, bat they Blood eiu dily rn line and 
waited for the word of command before 
moving towards the doors. 
Twenty feet away from the school 
building a wreath of fire was playing 
•bout the stables of G. H. Davis. The 
fire was a hot ofis, the birn being com­ 
pletely in dimes and the shingles on the 
school house were commencing to ignite 
from the extremo heat. 
Willie Goodwin, a pupil in one of the 
higher grades of the school saw the Ore 
first and ran to tarn in 
bu alum. T h e' 
nre department arrived none too soon. 
It required qaiok work and qiick work 
was done. Pipemen pressed forward 
through the beat and soon had the 
dames completely under control. 
The barn was totally destroyed, to­ 
gether with a small out-house. A wood 
•bed was damaged somewhat, and the 
south oloset belonging to the school 
building was badly damaged. 
Mr. Davis’ loss will reaoh about one 
hundred dollars. 
The city loss on the 
aohool building will be in the neighbor­ 
hood of dtty dollars, chiefly on account 
of broken glass. Every pane on the east 
side of the building was shattered by 
the beat.

The Edison Incandescent 
Elertr o

stretching the electric light wires, work 
being started this morning. 
The company is meeting with some 
obstacles in looatmg their poles. Seme 
property owners object to tbe placing of 
poles in front of their business places, 
and this caused several changes to be 
made at the very start. 
“ I went all over the line,” said Henry 
A. Doty, the owner of the plant, “ and 
I got the consent of every property owner 
to place tbe poles needed. Now at­ 
ter we have eommenoed, some are ob­ 
jecting, and we have been compelled to 
make changes. We will not put down a 
pole if it is objected to. 
We are bere to 
stay, and we want to please the property 
owners. 
We have forty men ready to go 
to work. Everything in connection with 
abe plant is bere. 
We don’! get posses­ 
sion of tbe pjwer-homeat Monterey un­ 
til May I, but I think everything will he 
ready to start up by the fifteenth or 
twentieth of May.
